Lempster on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March, at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing. 

ARTICLE 2. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. . 

ARTICLE 3. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for interest on debt. 

ARTICLE 4. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise to keep the Common mowed around the Soldiers’ 
Monument at Lempster Street. 

ARTICLE 5. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for State Aid Construction or Town Road Aid. 

ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to allow the 
Selectmen to deliver blank inventories at the time they appraise 
the property for taxation. 

ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to elect one 
Road Agent instead of three, to take effect in 1942. 

ARTICLE 8. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Old Home Day and Memorial 
Day. 

ARTICLE 9. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for the Library. 

ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to reinsure the 
Town Hall and Union Hall. 

ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money for the Town in anticipation of 
taxes. 

ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to limit the 
Road Agents to the appropriations. 

ARTICLE 13. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for Old Age Assistance and pass any vote in 
relation thereto. 
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ARTICLE 14. To see what sum per hour the Town will 
pay for labor on the highway. 

ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to receive 
sealed bids for mowing Town roads, a separate bid to be sent 
for each district. 

ARTICLE 16. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise to paint in part or whole Union Hall building and 
to make the necessary repairs to do the same. 

ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
Tax Collector’s commissions on all taxes to two per cent. 

ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to increase the 
salary of the Town Auditor. 

ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to join the 
Cooperative that is being organized in this area now. It will 
cost 50c to join but no more money will have to be paid until 
the Town sells some lumber to the Cooperative, then it will 
have to pay $9.50 more. 

ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum equal to not more than one one-hundredth of 
one per cent (1/100 of 1%) of the assessed valuation based 
upon assessment of 1940 for the purpose of advertising the 
attractions and resources of the Town, in connection with other 
Towns in the Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Region. 

ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to petition the 
State Tax Commission to have an audit made by the municipal 
accounting division and to make an appropriation to cover the 
expense of such audit. 

ARTICLE 22. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for the Fire Company. 

ARTICLE 23. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for the Athletic Association. 

ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise $200.00 
for White Pine Blister Rust. 

ARTICLE 25. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting.

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FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


The year 1940 has passed, and there was only one forest 
fire that amounted to anything and that was caused by a party 
camped on Long Pond. They left, thinking that they had 
thoroughly extinguished the fire, but instead, it got into the 
ground and broke out later. We were very fortunate to have 
discovered it before it became more serious, and so the expense 
was only $50.00. 


There were other small fires that the Town took care of 
with the assistance of the Forest Service Camp. We are very 
sorry to lose this camp as it was quite a relief to know just 
where to look for help at any time; but conditions are better 
now than they have been for the last two years. The brush 
beside the highway has been cleared by the Forest Service men. 
There is still a great danger and everyone will have to be 
extremely careful with fires. 


I have only three deputies now, as Deputy Currier is away 
most of the time. There will be another appointment made. 
before the snow is gone. 


I want to thank the Lempster Fire Company for all the 
assistance that they gave at the Long Pond fire and at any time 
when they assisted, for they are always ready and willing to 
cooperate whenever necessary. They have attended quite a few 
chimney fires and not a building was lost due to this. The two 
barns owned by Mrs. Drover were burned and caused her con- 
siderable loss. 

I also want to thank the Forest Service Camp for all the 
assistance they have given the Town of Lempster. I know that 
if we should have a forest fire of any size we will miss them, 
but I hope we will be as fortunate this year as we have been 
in the past. 

This year there is an opportunity to get a few tools such as 
shovels, for fire fighting. If the Town sees fit to raise $25.00, we 
will be able to get thts much needed equipment if the Town 
will send in its order soon after town meeting. The State will 
match our appropriation. 


The Grafton-Sullivan County Fire Wardens’ Association 
meets somewhere every month. As your Warden has been able 
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to attend but once since June, I am unable to report these meet- 
ings to you. I see by the schedule that the Association had 
made that they left out Lempster. I am very sorry this was 
done for we had a very interesting meeting last year and wish 
they might have come here this year. 

It won’t be long now before we will hear of a fire some- 
where, but I want to impress upon everyone to use the same 
caution that they have in the past, and see if we will be able 
to carry on with no fires for the Town of Lempster for the 
year 1941.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Lempster School Board: 

I hereby submit my annual report for your consideration. 
This year again we have been favored by having no change 
in teachers. In both schools I have found the work well pre- 
pared by the teachers, the interest of the pupils held, and the 
abilities of the individual pupil developed. A teacher is doing 
excellent work when she is holding the interest of a pupil to 
his work to the extent of his ability. Not all pupils, even a- 
mong the ablest students, have the same interests, or the 
same methods of learning. 

This is not the proper time to suggest any development in 
buildings because of the high prices of labor and materia}, 
but it would be well for the citizens to study for some future 
date the possibility of having all of the Lempster pupils in one 
building. I believe the saving in transportation would justify 
the study. } 

In the table, “State Aid,’ I have tried in a simple way to 
show just how the amounts of the state aid checks are deter- 
mined. The state legislatures for a number of years have seem- 
ed prejudiced against any help to meet the new expenses of 
educating the youth of the state. This has been most evident 
among the legislators from the cities, but many of those 
from rural towns do not seem to realize that the cuts made in 
the appropriations are all taken off the checks to state aided 
towns. If the appropriations are held down this year to the 
figures that have been suggested, it will cost Lempster $71.55. 

If on the other hand the legislature had passed the bill for 
high school aid above a cost of 3% mills, Lempster would 
have received from the state the difference between $1,328.58 
paid in tuitions and $878.92 or $449.66. If the aid were above . 
2% mills, which is the correct figure as compared with elemen- 
tary aid, Lempster would receive $700.85 extra. 

The Lempster School Board have been very helpful and 
cooperative this year. I wish to thank them and the teachers 
for their kindnesses to me.
